HOW THE VALLEY GOT ITS NAME 




The omdentoJ discovery of gold on a branch 
of the Sacramento River in January, 1848, pro- 
duced results not only in the life of our young 
country but also throughout the world. One 
immediate result was a mad rush of fortune 
seekers from the settled East, and also to some 
extent from oil over the world. They had but 
one thing in common: The desire to get gold. 

The gold seekers were determined to get to 
California and chiefly they took the overland 
route across the continent. More correctly one 
should say "routes." For they did travel a 
variety of pathways. The western limit of settle- 
ment at this time was the Missouri River. Al- 
though back of this fine the greater portion of 
such modern states as Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
Iowa, and Arkansas was still an uninhabited 
wilderness. 

The famous Oregon Trail had been followed 
by emigrants in considerable numbers for half a 
dozen years. By reason of this act and also 
probably by reason of its central location, this 
highway was utilized by the gold seekers more 
frequently than any other way. 

Those who followed this central route com- 
monly made thetr way from their respective 
starting points to Independence (Modern Kan- 
sas City), Missouri, or Kanesville (Modern 
Council Bluffs), Iowa, which were the jumping 
off points for the journey across the plains. 
Here, the emigrants grouped themselves in 
wagon trains, having some sort of organization, 
since it was recognized that some degree of 
cooperation was essential to their safety. But 
the association was purely voluntary and the 
authority of the elected leaders was slight, 
tong before the journey's end, the train might 
resolve info its individual elements and new 
combination be formed. The hardships en- 
countered in the passage were many and the 
dangers great. 

As far as the South Pass the route to Califor- 
nia, was identical with the Oregon Trail. At the 
continental divide, however, the trails diverged. 
Emigrants bound for Oregon continued on in a 
northwesterly direction while the gold seekers 
turned southward in the direction of Great Salt 
Lake. From here the route more commonly fol- 
lowed led across northern Nevada in the direc- 
tion of Sacramento, the center of the mining 
region. 

Bat combinations of routes and deviations 



were numerous. If you had a good guide and 
followed him, everything was fine. If you had 
a bad guide, there was disaster. But however 
there was another possibility: You could have 
a good guide and then refuse to listen to him 
because some ignoramus thought he knew 
more. 

This happened to the party going to Cali- 
fornia in which we meet our hero: William L. 
Manly made this trip and left a record for us. 
They had an excellent guide in the person of 
Captain Jefferson Hunt. Had they followed 
Captain Hunt everything would have been 
fine. However they came into contact with an- 
other wagon train commanded by Captain 
Smith. They had a map made by one Williams 
of Salt Lake. He was a mountaineer who was 
represented, to know all the routes through all 
the mountains of Utah. This map showed a 
route to turn off from the southern route. This 
map was frequently exhibited and discussed. 
People began to argue about which route to 
take. A general meeting was called. Captain 
Hunt told the people, "You all know I was 
hired to go by way of Los Angeles, but if you 
all wish- to follow Smith I will go also. But if 
even one wagon decides to go the original 
route, I shall feel bound to go with that wagon." 

Captain Hunt doubted if a white man ever 
went over that Smith route. He did not con- 
sider it safe for those who had wives and chil- 
dren to take the unknown road. Young men 
who had no families could possibly get through, 
and save time even if the road was not as good 
as the Los Angeles road. 

So on their way they went. Finally they came 
to the turn off. Team after team turned to the 
right, while now and then one would keep 
straight ahead as it was first intended. Captain 
Hunt kept his word. He had to go on the original 
route. He wished the others a pleasant and 
happy journey. 

The route went up the mountain. There was 
plenty of wood, water, and grass. Finally they 
came to what seemed the summit of a great 
mountain. Immediately in front was a canyon 
that was impassable for wagons. Men could 
go, and horses and mules, but not the wagons. 
So they stopped and sent out advance search- 
ing parties. They came back with the report 
that there was no way to go farther with the 
wagons. Some were sorry they had gone this 



way and wished they had listened to Captain 
Hunt. They started to turn around and go back. 
They were scared about being trapped by 
snow. 

There were twenty-seven wagons left when 
a group of the .advance searching party came 
back with different news. They had found a 
pass and the wagons coujd go through. Manly 
was by himself and had no team. He assisted 
one of the families. 

Onward went the group. Manly was curious 
about a sense of direction and he would take 
a pair of field glasses and climb the mountains 
by himself. He told the others they were going 
in the wrong direction. They made a shift in 
direction. Game of all kinds now became 
scarce. Then men got tired of carrying their 
guns and grew fearless of enemies. 

The party kept rolling along as fast as pos- 
sible. Water became more scarce all the time. 
Not a drop of rain had fallen since they had 
started on the cut off. The oxen began to look 
bad for they had poor food. Grass too became 
scarce. Where were they? They were entering 
a place later to ge known as Death Valley! 

They were running out of provisions. Manly 
went out with his gun to see if he could find 
any game. He returned one day to find that an 
ox had been slaughtered for food. Since these 
animals pulled the wagons the situation was 
desperate. The feet of the oxen became so 
sore that the men made moccasins for them. 

Finally a meeting was called. No one was 
wiser than another for no one had explored 
the country or knew what to do. Deep in their 
hearts they feared to say the one terrible word: 
Lost) Questions came up in the meeting. "How 
long can we endure this work in this situation?" 
"How long will our oxen be able to endure 
the great hardship on the small nourishment 
they receive?" "How long can we provide our- 
selves with food?" 

A Mr. Bennett made what seemed like a very 
sensible suggestion. 

"Now I will make you a proposition. I pro* 
pose that we select two of your youngest 
strongest men and ask them to take some food 
and go ahead on foot to try. to seek a settle- 
ment and food. And we will go back to the 
good spring we have just left and wait for 
their return. It will surely not take more than 
ten days for,the trip. Andwhen they aet back .j 



we shall know all about the road and its char- 
acter and how long it will take us to travel it. 
I think this is the best and safest way. Now 
what do you all say?" 

Manly agreed to go and with him was John 
Rogers, a large, strong man from Tennessee. 
They were given supplies and money. The two 
men realized that the survival of the group 
depended upon them. They forced themselves 
to keep on going day and night. Finally they 
came into a beautiful meadow of green grass, 
and a herd of cattle were grazing peacefully. 
They met an American camper on his way to 
the gold fields. They met other people and ex- 
plained the situation to them. 

It was necessary to get food and animals 
which they did. One man gave them a present 
of twenty-five pounds of unbolted wheat flour. 
With horses and a mule they were ready to 
make the return trip. Up and down hills they 
went. Then through that dismal valley. And 
just like in fiction: They returned in time with 
the food. Everyone was saved! 

But Manly had some news about how to 
travel. The wagons could never make it. They 
would have to turn the oxen info pack anima's 
and abandon the wagons. But how would th» 
young children travel? Mr. Bennett took his 
shirts and sewed them together. He made big: 
pockets and the young children rode the oxen. 

Manly says that when they returned to camp 
one day, they all took off their hats and said, 
"Good-bye Death Valley." He claims' this is 
the correct origin of the name. And so more 
people had come to California. They all didn't 
rush to the gold mines at once because they 
needed money, supplies, and a chance to re- 
build health. 

One man set himself up in the boarding 
house business. Another got work as an ox 
driver. Some went into the business of buying 
and selling horses. What they had to learn 
was that there were other ways of getting gold. 
You just didn't have to mine it. You could make 
it in a variety of business enterprises. For the 
people coming to California had to be supplied 
with food, clothing, and working implements.
